Completictr. of field work Is lagging in comparison with last year. As of 
,50 April, 86 percent of the plan for spring plowing was completed. Spring 
sowing was completed 64 percent. Including: grains and beans, 58 percent; 
cotton, 82; potatoes, 52; vegetables, ??; perennial grasses, 72; and fodder 
tubers and silage, 21 percent. 

Eleven percent of the winter -fallow plan was completed . MTS a completed 
25 percent of their year plan for plowing. The plan for repair of MTS 
agricultural machinery was completed 85 percent for cultivators, 47 percent for 
combines, ®d 4? percent for threshing machines. 

The following rayons are lagging in the fulfillment of the 1949 spring- 
plowing plan: Eel'bazhdarskiy, Xachinskiy, poetavyurajcly , Vartashenskiy, 
Zakayal'skiy, Kakhskiy, Ismaillinekly, and Kutkashenskiy . The following 
rayons are ahead of plan: Kazimagomedakiy, Aetrakharibazerskiy, Khillinskiy, 
Pushkins kiy , Bakinskiy, Masallinskiy , Khachmassiciy, and ^fcsdatakiy. 

The April plan for average daily freight haulij^on republic railroad 
was fulfilled 100,2 percent. Including: building/diaterials, 109 percent; 
cement, 120; grain, 97; flour, 76; raw cottj»rl74; cotton fiber, 134; and 
cottonseed, 132 percent, 

Twenty -five percent (in estiprfed 1949 prices) of the second -quarter 
capital -works plan was campla^rin April, including, 26 percent of union 
enterprises' corustructiazt^srfr 21 percent of republic enterprises' construction.
